SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Mayfair Volume 34 Number 2 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This magazine is a glossy, full colour publication dominated by photo-essays of naked 
women and advertisements for a wide variety of sexual services. As well as photo¬ 
essays and advertisements the magazine has readers' letters and stories of sexual 
exploits, and short articles of a sexual and non-sexual nature. Limited text 
accompanies the photo-essays. The magazine has 100 pages including the covers. 

The vast majority of material in the magazine has a strong sexual theme designed to 
arouse or titillate the reader. The photo-essays feature women posing solo in various 
states of undress, including full-body nudity. Breasts, genitals and anuses are visible 
but generally are not focused upon closely. Offensive language is predominant in the 
advertisements for sexual services. The language is sexually explicit and colloquial 
with reference to sexual activities and body parts. 

The magazine is classified as objectionable because it tends to promote and support 
the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes, and it tends to promote and 
support the use of urine and excrement in association with sexual conduct. The 
magazine does this by its placement of certain advertisements. The advertisements 
strongly suggest, either directly or by implication, that the sexual services presented 
involve young persons, and the use of urine and excrement while engaging in a sexual 
act. 
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Because the magazine tends to promote and support s3(2) activities listed under the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act), s14 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) cannot apply to it. Section 3(2) of the 
FVPC Act is adeeming provision. It is inconsistent with, and overrides, the rights and 
freedoms contained in si4 of the NZBR Act.
